The beautiful city of San An- 
tonio opened it’s heart and homes to 
the ministers and delegates of the 28th 
General Council of the Assemblies of 
God. Wide publicity was given by 
radio, newspaper and T. V. Hun- 
_ dreds of folks from all over our na- 
tion filled the motels, hotels and res- 
taurants. The quaint San Antonio 
river which meanders through the 
city gave a picturesque and beautiful 
setting. Along it’s banks were beau- 
_ tiful little parks, sidewalk cafes and 
the sight-seeing gondolas to take the 
interested tourists along the river. 
The Old South lives in San Antonio 
with it’s shrines. The Alamo is a 
legendary and interesting place where 
a band of brave Texans fought to the 
last man against their enemies. 


Our purpose, however, in gathering 


was to plan against the strategies of 


our arch enemy, Satan, and to win the 
victory in Christ. 

The theme, “Forward in Christ”, 
took on real meaning in the days pre- 
vious to Council when the Executive 

and general Presbyters met to plan 
and prepare for the great conference. 
- Many glorious reports of the world 
wide missionary program were given. 
_ The financial condition of the Gen- 
eral Council was good. We came 
from a previous deficit to over $100,- 
000 in the black which spoke of the 
co-operation of our, ministers and 
churches in our united efforts for God. 


Wednesday evening, the 26th, the 
lovely Municipal Auditorium was 
packed to capacity. The good fellow- 
ship, seeing old friends and making 


new ones was evident everywhere. 


The convention opened with a won- 
derful song service. The delegates 
were welcomed to Texas by the Hon- 

rable Associate Judge of the Su- 

_ preme Court of Texas, Mr. Clyde 

Smith. He spoke on behalf of the 
government of the state of Texas. He 
stated the need of underwriting the 
cause of Democracy by Christian liv- 
ing and of the great crisis today and 
the need to unify our hearts and spir- 
its. After this welcome our General 
Superintendent, Rev. Ralp Riggs, re- 
sponded with appropriate words.

The following is a report received 
from San Antonio which gives several 
of the Council highlights. 


LARGE CONVENTION — The 
28th General Council, held in San An- 
tonio, Tex., was one of the largest in 
the history of the Assemblies of God 
and the largest gathering ever held 
in the Alamo City. Press, radio, and 
television coverage of Council activi- 
ties was outstanding. Daily services 
were held in the Municipal Auditor- 
ium, morning prayer meetings in the 
Travis Park Methodist Church, and 
the Sunday evening service in the 
Alamo Stadium. 


SPIRITUAL TONE — The spiritual 
tone of the convention was high. 
Hundreds of persons went forward 
for salvation at the close of the large 
evangelistic rally at the stadium. A 
spirit of prayer also prevailed in most 
of the services. 

During the business session, the 
Spiritual Life Committee, headed by 
the Rev. Dwight D. McLaughlin, call- 
ed for a week of prayer and fasting 
to be held each year. 

“We must be a people of strong 
convictions. We must stand for 
something, for unless we stand for 
something we will likely fall for any- 
thing,” the committee declared. “Our 
tenets of faith were born out of strong 
convictions, and we must not compro- 
mise them,” the report stated. 

Commenting on growth of the 
Assemblies of God, the committee told 
the convention, “. .. let us not become 
smug in our past accomplishments, 
but let us continue with white-heated 
zeal for the lost of this world and the 
winning of our generation.” 


ELECTIONS — The Rev. Thomas 
F. Zimmerman, assistant general su- 
perintendent of the Assemblies of 
God for the past six years, was named 
general superintendent succeeding 
the Rev. Ralph M. Riggs. The Rev. 
Riggs, 64 years old, will be of retire- 
ment age next June. The convention 
voted to make the executive director 
of foreign missions an assistant gen- 
eral superintendent and elected the 
Rev. Phil Hogan to fill the office. 

Other offices filled included the 
Rev. Bert Webb, the Rev. Charles W. 
H. Scott, and the Rev. Gayle F. Lewis, 
all returned as assistant general su- 
perintendents; and the Rev. Howard 
Bush, superintendent of South Florida, 
named to fill the other assistant gen- 
eral superintendent’s office. 

The Rev. Bartlett Peterson, secre- 
tary of Southern Missouri and former 
president of Central Bible Institute, 
was elected general secretary replac- 
ing the Rev. J. Roswell Flower, 71 
years old, who declined the office. 
The Rev. M. B. Netzel, general teras- 
urer for the past two years, was re- 
turned to office. 


Named to represent the eight re- 
gions were: the Rev. N. D. Davidson, 
Northwest; the Rev. Roy Wead, Great 
Lakes; the Rev. Kermit Reneau, South- 
central; the Rev. Dwight McLaughlin, 
Southwest; the Rev. G. Raymond 
Carlson, Northcentral; the Rev. A. A. 
Wilson, Gulf; the Rev. Grady Fannin, 
Northeast; and the Rev. Andrew Stir- 
ling, Southeast.

_ should possess. He is busy before 
he begins. 

_ Preaching, of course, is an impor- 
tant part of his labor. Just a few 
hours of his week are spent in break- 
ing the Bread of Life, but behind 
those moments in the pulpit are liter- 
ally hours of study. Not only the study 
for each sermon, but years he spent 
training in school to be effective in 


his ministry. This too must be con- 
sidered. 


What is a minister without a pray- 
er life? To be effective in prayer as 
a minister should, requires time in the 
presence of God. Not just a breath 
of a request or two before he goes to 
bed at night, but hours of waiting and 
seeking in prayer. 

It is expected of a good pastor that 
he make periodic calls on the mem- 
bers and friends of his church. In ad- 
dition to these visits there are times 
that he is called to the home to give 
council and pray for special matters. 

Then there are hospital calls that 
require his attention. These may 
come any hour of the night or day. 

Funerals, weddings, dedications, 
fellowship meetings, baptismal serv- 
ices, district council, General Coun- 
cil, various conventions, ministers in- 
stitutes and other gatherings should 
all be attended by this busy man of 
God. Me is often requested to be 
present at some civic meeting for the 
invocation or just to give of his right- 
eous influence. 


To add to our growing list we must 


tell that the pastor has a certain 
amount of office work. Too many 
times he serves as a business manager 
as well as pastor. Publicity, adver- 
tising, Sunday school contests and 
other drives are usually spearheaded 
by him. 

When the church board meets he 
is usually present. Other committees 
of the church request his presences 
at various times. 

The pastor is generally more than 
a pastor. He is often a family man. 
Every father owes and wants time 
with his wife and children. Whether 
it is at home in the backyard or a day 
at the mountains, it requires his time. 
Unfortunately, this is many times left 
undone because the other demands 
are too great. 

“What does a minister do with his 
time?” Well, as you can now see, he 
has a great deal to do with his time. 
In fact a national survey in 1958 show- 
ed that the average minister spent 70 
hours each week carrying out his du- 
ties. We might add that this average 
minister received a salary of $4,482 a 
year or $85.00 a week. That means 
that this man of God received a $1.21 
per hour. 

Yes, the “preacher” does stay busy. 
He is God’s man and he is busy in 
God’s work. That is the reason he is 
not given to complaining, but rather 
fulfills the Scripture which exhorts, 
“Rejoice in the Lord alway: and again 
I say, Rejoice.” 


EDITORIAL NOTE: May we suggest to our 
readers that they recognize the busy pace their pas- 
tor keeps. An expression of appreciation for this may 
help him more than you know. A check by the official 
board to see if he is being fairly compensated in every 
way, is worthy of their effort. And last, make every 
effort to hold him up in prayer each day.

The most fascinating time of all lies 
ahead for the fellows and girls who 
will share this time, when darkness 
falls, with the shepherd boy David of 
Bethlehem and will “consider the 
heavens.”

People of all ages have watched the 
heavens and wondered at what they 
saw there. Many ancient myths grew 
around the stars and most of the con- 
stellations which we watch today were 
named hundreds of years ago after 
the Greek and Roman gods. 


We are told by those who study the 
stars, the astronomers, that in com- 
parison with the rest of the universe 
our earth is even smaller than a speck 
of dust lying at the foot of the great 
Empire State Building! 

Have you ever taken a trip with 
your parents to New York or Chicago, 
or even as far away as Minnesota or

Texas? How endless the miles did 
seem. How weary your legs did grow | 
from sitting so long. Yet to reach 
some of the stars that you can see at < 
night would take you over 114,367 | 
years if you were sailing through space 
at 25,000 miles on hour. No wonder > 
our friend, David the Psalmist, -said, 
“When I consider thy heavens, the > 
work of thy fingers, the moon and the | 
stars, which thou has ordained; What’ 

is man, that thou art mindful of him?__ 
and the son of man, that thou visitest | 
him?” Psm. 9:3-4. | 

Each month the stars are in a differ- _ 
ent location in the sky as they seem to _ 
drift toward the west. Different stars _ 
become brighter and easier to locate. _ 

Tonight locate all of the stars you © 
can recognize and maybe you can add | 
a few new ones to your list. June and © 
July are good months to see Corona — 
the Crown, Bootes — the Bear Driver, | 
Serpens — the Snake, Hercules, and — 
Scorpio — the Scorpion, in the South, 
as well as the familiar Big and Little 
Dippers in the North. 

Here is a fascinating way to learn 
the names of these stars: Make a — 
planetarium of your own. Its fun and 
at the same time will help you to 
quickly learn to name the constella- 
tions. Ask your Mother for an oat- 
meal box, the round kind. Then: 1. — 
Remove the bottom by running a 
sharp article around the overlapping 
cover paper. 2. On the lid sketch a 
group of stars that appear close to- 
gether in the sky, staying near the 
center of the lid. (See chart) 3. With. 
paper or leather punch make clean 
holes where each star appears. Put 
lid on box. 4. Now at bed time when 
the room is dark, take a strong flash- 
light and slant it inside the box, hold- 
ing the box toward the ceiling. Your 
room will become an observatory and 
you will soon be familiar with many 
new stars as you use different lids to 
show other groups. 


God’s Word tells us, “They that be 
wise shall shine as the brightness of 
the firmament; and they that tum 
many to righteousness as the stars for 
ever and ever.” Have you noticed the 
beauty of the bright stars that seem 
to turn different collors — and the 
ones that sparkle like diamonds — and 
others are so far away and dim that 
it takes a powerful microscope to bring 
them into view. Christ is spoken of 
as the Bright and Morning Star, and 
you and I are determining now just — 
how brightly we will shine. Pick out 
the brightest star in the sky and de- 
termine in that day to shine more — 
brightly. ;

It was 3:30 in the afternoon when 
we arrived in San Salvador. The af- 
ternoon was over for the Latins who 
move so slowly, as with the tide of 
the tropical breeze, in this most fas- 
cinating Republic of El Salvador. 

Arthur and Janie Lindvall waved 
to us from the balcony of the airport 
as our plane approached the runway. 
We were so glad to see the smiling 
faces of the Lindvalls. It was a look 
of home in this most strange setting, 
so different from our own. 

The Lindvalls entertained us with 
the greatest of hospitality, having 
saved their best until we arrived. They 
served papaya for breakfast, the most 
tasty of all fruit. This one delicacy, 
which was served at every meal, we 
enjoyed immensely. 

In San Salvador there are 100 
churches and thirty districts. There 
are fifteen churches alone in El Sal- 
vador. The pastors meet every Mon- 
day morning in that city for a pray- 
er meeting. Missionary Lindvall re- 
ported that four-tenths of one per cent 
of the Republic is Assemblies of God. 
Of course the predominant religion, 
as with most Latins, is Catholicism. 
Many of these people are steeped in 
superstitious religions. 

They bend with the tide of religion, 
especially if through that source, hun- 
ger pangs are satisfied. There is a 
great revival now in this Republic.

We visited the Bible School in San- 
ta Ana where the missionary Ralph 
Williams are doing a grand job.

Diary of a Demon 


To: Chief of Demons 


From: Division of Missionary Harassment 


Subject: 


e Y ou will recall my recent assignment 


to accompany Rev. Joe Mission- 
ary, just home from Asia, on his deputa- 
tion ministry throughout the United 


_ States. Your words, and I quote, were: 
~ “You are to see to it that Rev. Joe Mis- 


-_sionary is so harassed, confused and dis- 


couraged in the course of his ministry 
at home that he will be in no shape to 


return to the field.” 


I am happy to report that the mission 
seems to have been accomplished. The 
missionary is considering returning to 


a the secular employment that he followed 
back in the days before he went to col- 


lege and seminary and then on to the 
mission field. 

Honesty compels me to report, how- 
ever, that I could not have successfully 
completed this mission without the com- 
plete (albeit unintentional) cooperation 
of the churches which he visited. (A 
great deal of credit, too, must be given 
to the deputation director of his mission, 
who saw to it that the missionary began 
his deputation work immediately upon 
his return ‘home, that he was forced to 
travel constantly, and was under heavy 
pressure to bring in funds above and 
beyond his, travel expenses. ) 

To illustrate, let me share with you 
the following excerpts from my diary 
for the past few weeks: 

January 15—Joe Missionary came 
down the gangplank looking pale and 
drawn. His furlough was several years 
overdue, and his fatigue was obvious. 
I was about to open my attack as out- 
lined in the Demon’s Handbook for Mis-

sionary Harassment, but found it 
unnecessary. As soon as he was ashore, 
he was handed a yellow sheet of paper. 
It was a lengthy telegram, instructing 
him to proceed at once to a missionary 
conference in Dubuque rather than to 
go first to his home in Walla Walla as 
he had planned. Things have begun 
welleaa- 

January 21—Subject did get a long 
weekend at home, but now we are off 
again. Yesterday he spoke seven times: 
two church services, Sunday school class, 
radio program, afternoon mission group 
meeting, youth group, at an after-church 
sing. Don’t think he felt much like sing- 
ing. He hasn’t complained yet, but I 
can see we are proceeding according 
to schedule. 

January 28—Joe Missionary preached 
tonight at largest church here in Spring- 
field. After church, the man was “paid” 
—with a hearty handshake and an en- 
thusiastic “You'll get your reward on 
the other side!” I’m getting lots of 
hel pees 

February 3—Still on road.... After 
service tonight, (the pastor was away), 
everyone shook hands with subject, told 
him what a wonderful message he had 
brought —and then went home. Custo- 
dian forgot pastor was away and didn’t 
show up. Mr. Missionary figured out 
how to turn off the lights and lock the 
church, and then walked to the bus sta- 
tion. Must admit I’m getting lots of help 
from these churches in my program of 
attrition. 


F ebruary 10—Got a big assist stoner . 
Before evening service here in Green: ; 
field, subject had dinner’ with chairman , 
of the board of deacons. At table, host | 
said he didn’t mean to be rude, but he 
couldn’t see any sense in sending good 
American money overseas for mission-_ 
ary work among “people who don’ t 
appreciate it anyway.” Asked Mr. Mis- 
sionary how many converts he had last 
year. When subject answered ten, deacon 
said, “Humph! We had that many new 
people in Sunday school last week, and 
it didn’t take any year’s work or lots” 
of money to get ’em!” Mr. Missionary, 
started to tell him that these were the — 
first ten converts ever made on his field, 
but finally just sighed and gave up... . 

February 17—Subject was speaker at 
a youth rally. After 36 preliminary 
events, including sign-language quiz and — 
performance by blindfolded marimbist, 
M.C. turned to Mr. Missionary and said, 
“Sorry, you'll only be able to speak for 
ten minutes. We promised we’d be © 
through by 9:30...” 

February 20—This was a good day— __ 
for me, not for subject! He spoke this — 
afternoon at a ladies’ missionary society. _ 
Lady in charge said, “Now we'll have 
our special speaker, a Mr.—Mr. ... well, 
I’ve forgotten his name but he’s from — 
India... or is it South America?” Sub- 
ject was visibly disturbed. This job, Dear ~ 
Diary, gets easier all the time! . 

February 22—Mr. Missionary really © 
preached his heart out tonight, and in 
spite of my efforts, everyone was stirred. 
He told about the need for a new hos- 
pital on his field, also for medicine and, . 
for literature to distribute among the 
patients. After he was through, man in 
charge said a few kind words and then 
announced to the congregation, “Our 
special offering tonight will go fora new 
television set for the Church House. The — 
present one has only a 17-inch screen 
and is quite inadequate for entertaining — 
large groups....” Mr. Missionary 
seemed to sag in his seat. My mission is 
well on its way to success. . .. d 

February 26—Crowning touch tonight! — 
Mr. Missionary arrived in’Walla Walla 
unexpectedly, hurried to home church ~ 
for prayer meeting in-progress. Heard — 
prayer for Sunday services, Sunday 
school, youth groups, the sick, new mem- _ 
bers, old members, prospective mem- — 
bers, men’s brotherhood, ladies’ aid— 
everyone except missionaries. This 
seemed to be one of most helpful things — 
(from my viewpoint) of entire trip. ... 

Well, this concludes my report. If my 
mission proves successful, please remem- _ 
ber that while I'd like due recognition, 
I must give credit where credit is due— 5 
to all those people who helped me so 
very, very much. Funny thing is that I ] 
don’t believe spel knew how much they — 
were helping me. END Ma
